As well 
as a brief review of Bedford's current events, this edition features the celebra¬ 
tion of Bedford Road Collegiate's 80th anniversary. There is a lot to be cel¬ 
ebrated. Bedford has seen a lot of history: 

-On February 12, 1923, BRCI opened its doors to the public. Back then, it 
had no gymnasium, band room, or resource centre; they were added in 1926. 
-During the second World War, the school was used as an Air Force Initial 
Training School, and the students were housed in Westmount, an elementary 
school down the street. 

-In the 1950's, some students had to be taught in an annex due to overcrowd¬ 
ing. 

- In 1961, the new gymnasium, the main offices, a junior science lab, the I. A. 
room, and three classrooms were added. 

- In the 1970's, the music room and library were built. 

-1995: new classrooms, a student commons area, a combined main office/ 
student services centre, an auxilary gymnasium with a weight room and 
change rooms were added.

* The contract for construction of Bedford was awarded to a 
general contractor for a tender of $104,500. 

♦When Bedford opened on Feb. 12, 1923 there were 497 
students . By the end of the year it had over 700 enrolled, 
making it one of the largest schools in the Dominion. 

♦In Sept. 1941 the Department of National Defense used 
Bedford Road as an initial training school for WWII, and the 
students were crowded into Westmount School. 

♦Bedford's Memorial Doors were erected in 1954. The 
bronze plaques on each side of the doors are engraved with 
the names of the 55 men from Bedford who died during 
WWII. 

♦Bedford's gym was built in 1962 at a cost of $277,000. 
♦The first time Bedford was to host a high school basketball 
tournament with teams from all parts of the province was in 
1968. Bedford won this tournament, BRIT, as it is now 
known.
